Fatal Tragedy Near Deward. 

Last Monday afternoon, trouble be- 
tween Renney Courncy ‘and wife and. 
Bert Damoth, resulted in the.death of. 
the former and a bad billet.wound in 
the shoulder of the latter. : : 
. Itis reported that Mra. Courney. was | 
at the home <of ‘Damoth and | that 
Courney forced: an entrance ‘to ‘the 
house and opened fire with a revolver 
upon hie wife, but the bullet only, 
touching her clothing without doing 
any miaterial harm, He then tursed 
upon Damoth’ and fired a shot that 
struck him in. one shoulder. At that, 
Damoth drew. a revolver and ahot: 
Courney through the heart, 

It is reported that the trouble start- 
ed some time ‘ago when. Courney was 
.arrested on a charge of larceny from 
person” and was in. jail pending trial 
at the November term.of court. This. 
waslaust November :and the jury. re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty.. 

It is said that-at the time that Cour- 
ney was in-jail here, that Damoth and 
-Mrs, Courney became more or less in- 
timate and the friendligess continued 
after Courney had been dismissed. 

Damoth and Mra, Courney were in 
Grayling Monday and took an after- 
noon train for Frederic, aud probably 
went directly to the home} of the fors- 
er, which was afew miles north of 
Frederic, in Otsego: county. -It is 
quite evident that Courney followed 
the pair and attempted tofavenge him- 
self by trying to take their lives. ‘That 
there were not two or three fatalities 
to report ;instead. of one is a mira- 
cle, for it.is no doubt that Courney 
shot with Intent to kill.
